Rjou’ Wallenberg. a distinguished 
Swedish diplomat and scion of a 
wealthy Stockholm family. or«ani»d a 
campaign to save the live* of thousands 
of Jews who were to be deported to 
Nari death factories from Budapest. 
Hungary. 

The young diplomat Invented a 
“^roi ective pawiport" wntb the tripie- 
crown seal of the Swedish king, which 
put thousands of Jews under the wing 
of the Swedish government. 
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rp HEN, using little more than bis wile 
JL and diplomatic bluff. Wallenberg 
obtained housing for his Jewish charges 
inside Budapest. When anti-Semite 
tried to attack the refuge, they were 
confronted by Wallenberg and bis 
friends who threatened internal tonal 
retaliation if tbe Jews were harmed. 

Eventually, an anti-Sisnitic band 
known as the Arrow Cross overthrew 
ihc Hunaarian government and moved 
upon Wallenberg’s community. Tbe 
Arrow Cross leader. Ferenc SaJssL 
consented to the Nazi's demands that 
the Je- s be rounded up as slave labor. 
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T ITRST. the Soviets denied that -** 
they bad abducted tbe Swedish 
dlptomaL Bttt tbe denial was proven te #: 7 • 
be false, so Soviet offlebds Aid Wa&n* , 
berg bad bees token captive, and bed " '* 
died In July 1M7 in Soviet custody. 

But the death certificate the Sovi-' ^ ’ 
ets produced as evidence was suspect, * 
and Soviet prisoners continued to whis- 
per to outside sources that Wallenberg * 
had been sighted alive — fins in prison T. 
tamps, then in psychiatric hospitals. 

Famed Nazi hunter Simon Wlesen- 
thil. cailing Wallenberg "one of the .*• 
greatest benefactors of our century,” • 
told us that he hss initiated a new .
